The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-5, 7, 8, 10, 14-15, 17-20 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Kirsten (U.S. 5,724,475). 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 6, 1 1-13, 21, and 26 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kirsten.
